visitor to the 
historic site can scarcely

frustration, 
laughter and song, sorrow 
and tragedy, that must have 
pervaded

Fort 
Davis 
when it was occupied by 
infantry and cavalry troops 
between 1854 and 1891 
But it’s more than historic 
nostalgia that lures visitors 
to the fort, located on the 
north edge of the town of 
Fort Davis. 25 miles from 
Alpine and 21 miles from

Davis Mountains State Park

with hot showers in the park 
and

lodge 
and 
restaurant 
In addition, the town of 
Fort 
Davis 
has

museums The Neil Museum 
of Antique Dolls and Toys, 
housed 
in 
the 
historic 
Truehart 
House 
and 
the 
Overland Trail Museum, 
operated bv the Fort Davis 
Historical 
Society 
and 
located two blocks south of 
the historic site. It contains a 
fine pioneer and ranching 
collection 
Enhancing the appeal of 
the area is the weather At 
4.900 feet. Fort Davis and 
environs are considerably 
cooler than much of the rest

Little Colleges 
Still Thriving 


The death of the sm all 
college was predicted in the 
late sixties. 
It 
also was 
recom m ended to m ake the 
higher education establish­ 
ment "m ore efficient.” 
R ather than being wiped 
out, those little schools— 
vest pocket size com pared to 
h u g e 
u n i v e r s i t i e s —a r e 
thriving. 
Small does m ean little in 
this case. To wit—a student 
body of from 500 to 1,000. 
Dr. G ary Quehl, President 
of 
th e 
C ouncil 
for 
the 
A dvan cem en t 
of 
Sm all 
Colleges, m ade those points 
in an interview . He also told 
why a little college gives 
m any students the best start. 
In the sixties, conventional 
w isdom held that enrollm ent 
had to be over 2,(HH) if a 
school w as to be efficient. 
“ And under I.(HH) meant 
that an institution was in 
great peril,” Dr. Quehl said. 
“ Three or four years ago 
the Carneigie Commission 
on 
H igher 
E d u catio n 
forecast that the sm aller 
colleges w ouldn’t be around 
much longer.” 
Some have closed. Some 
have m erged. But generally, 
ihe 
sm a ll 
co lleg es 
a re 
growing. 
“ All of p riv a te hig h er 
education had an enrollm ent 
increase of about 5.6 per cent 
last year and sm all college 
e n ro llm e n t 
w ent 
up 
by 
alm ost nine per cent,” Dr. 
Quehl said. 
Eighth eight per cent of 
p riv a te 
c o lleg es 
and 
universities a re on the sm all 
sid e — 
u n d e r 
2,500 
enrollm ent. Of all colleges, 
72 per cent have enrollm ents 
of under 1,000. 
Dr. Quehl, of W ashington, 
D.C., said the closing of 50 
sm all colleges in the last five 
years isn’t anything to com ­ 
plain about—or a sign sm all 
co lleges 
a r e 
fin an cially 
inept. 
“ Sm allness sim ply does 
not m ean inefficiency,” he 
said. 
“ The Council and a recent 
F ord 
F o u n d atio n 
rep o rt 
entitled ‘The 
Very 
Small 
College’ showed that. 
“ We found, in fact, that 
betw een 
500 
to 
1,000 
enrollm ent m akes for the 
most efficient college. We 
can prove that. T hat’s a 
fact.” 
Ninety per cent of the 
sm all colleges are church- 
re la te d , on a 
tree-filled 


cam pus, and full of liberal 
arts m ajors. 
The cost of attending such 
a 
school—room , 
b o ard, 
tu itio n , 
fe e s—u su a lly 
is 
lower than charges at a high 
priced private school a n d . 
higher than those of a state 
school. 
A v erage tu itio n , room , 
board, fee bill would be 
around $3,052 a year. About 
one fourth of th e little 
schools have room for m ore 
students in the academ ic 
year ahead. The rest are 
filled up. 
“ S ure, 
w e’ve 
got 
problem s,” Dr. Quehl said, 
speaking of the nearly 200 
colleges in the council. 
“ One of the m ost critical is 
the grow ing tu itio n gap 
betw een 
p riv a te 
and 
g o v e r n m e n t - s u p p o r t e d 
schools. 
“ In 1974 to 1975 it cost five 
tim es as m uch for a student 
to go to a sm all private 
school than to go to a state or 
taxsupported school.” 
Why go to a sm all private 
college? 
“ Because 
it 
is 
distinc­ 
tive,” Dr Quehl said. 
“ At a tim e when all our 
institutions are growing in 
co m plexity 
an d 
im - 
p erso n a liz a tio n 
it 
is 
distinctly the sm all private 
college that is able to offer a 
su p p o rtiv e and n u rtu rin g 
environm ent. 
“ The sm all college offers 
education with a purpose— 
education dedicated to a 
value system and to m oral 
and spiritual developm ent. 
“ This doesn’t happen au­ 
to m a tic a lly 
a t 
a 
sm a ll 
school. These colleges have 
to work at it—and they do. 
“ On 
th e 
o th e r 
hand, 
la rg e n e ss a lm o st alw ay s 
m eans 
depersonalization.” 
What about the teachers at 
the sm all private colleges? 
T here’s a Ford Foundation 
study to answ er the question. 


The study showed that the 
teachers at the sm all private 
colleges like the freedom 
they have in what and how 
they teach. 
The teachers said they like 
close ties they develop with 
life r students. 


Dr. Quehl has been dean 
and assistant dean at m any 
sm all co lleg es, including 
W ittenburg in Springfield, 
Ohio;
